Tue phrase, “Chiness Grammar” has a fatal 
fascination for the hardworking, Marshman, 
Rémusat, Gongalves, Philosinonsis (who, by the 
way, was, Philovinensis ? is ho to remain for aver 
a Junins among sinologues?) Prémare, Julien, 
Eakins, Endlicher, Sahott, von der Gabelentz,— 
these, and many, ‘others, have bean successively 
drawn into the vortex ; and now the indefatigable 
Dr. Hirth has fallen a victim. It wns not with- 
out astruggle, On the one hand was the tempt- 
ing opanini No one had as yet undertaken to 
prepare romething approaching 1 digest af the 
rules distingnishing the business style from tho 


Dr. ‘Hirth from filling the void, was the haunting 
refleotion, Has, after all, Chinese grammar noy 
real existence? And so when he hud at last re- 
aolyed to attempt to do for the business style 
what the late, Professor: Julien had in tis 
Synene Nouvelle done for the Ku Wen, or olassi- 
al tanguaga, he falt obligad to argné away thesé 
troublesome doubts. This ke do the present, 
treatise at ooasiderable leagth, but,—wa' say it 
with a régret not altogether unmixed with joy,— 
with indifferent success. ‘His lina of argument 
seem to be something like this: A language to 
be. onderstood must be based upon certain con- 
ventional yules, and it is these conventional rales 
which are taught in’ the grammar of.a language, 
and if-saoh rules. do not involve, or requiro 
inflections (such as the declension of nouns 
or: the conjugations of verbs) why, then, you 
pet a grammar withont .such conjugations 
or declonsions, bat a grammur all the same, 
Having reached this point the gives bis 
tottering theory s formidable push whon he 
quotes Starshman to the offeot that “the prin- 
oiples of grammar muat substantially exist in 
every languuge,” and ‘says, on his own account 
thet ‘they do exist in Chinese, bat {he manner 
in whith-they aro expressed greatly deviates from 
that traditional form in which our western mints 
are trained.” In short, “ Chineso grammar 

the rales’ of writing Chinesa; Chinose ia a writ- 
ten language; therefore Chinase grammar 
exiata; but it is not at all like our; western 
notions of . grammar,’ therefore —— what? 
Therefore’ wo should abandon’ such words as 
“noun,” “article,” “gorond,” “superlative,” and 
the reat of the jargon? So ona would thinks 
but not so Dr. Hirth. His treatise prooseds, with 
afew omiasions (some logical others not), from 
the Formation of the Plural in Chinese Nouns, 
throngh Subject and Objoot,-Pronouns and Ad- 
jectives, to Adverbs of Quantity and Prepas:

In so writing ho 
disarme sich oriticiam a would sny, for instance, 
Why.admit Propositions and leave the oqnally; 
if not more, important conjunetions out in tho’ 
cold P: His orftics may only speak of what ho 
has done, and ‘not of: what ho leaves undouc, 
For-most of the book there’ oan be nothing but 
praise, though Dr. Hirth's’explanation of vortain 
‘common phrases guoh as Won-yi, which he trans. 
lates “ tan-thousand to one=almost cartainty,” 
and au wei t'é shih, rendered by him “a special 
proclamation which must not he. opposed,” are 
ab any rate unorthodox. An important point is 
made ot p. 15, whera ho writea “nearly avery. 
term is Feprosdnted in Chinese by a moudsyllabic 
and. a. biayltabio expression 5" but’ Dr. Hirth 
aught to have followed’ up the olus thus given. 
Tt is a key that unlocks mauy o Chinose phrase 
inexplicable by rutos of grammar. Thore are 
certain words ‘such. o3 oh’« (ordinarily to 
oxemine), wet or kaing (both of which naually, 
moan todo”) that are kept in stack by a Chinesa 
despatch writer, and aro thrown in as somuch 
padding to make his sentences ran, ‘sym: 
metrically. Thia fact, if properly grasped or 
at any rato explained, by Dr. Hirth wonld 
have golved the difficaity on p. 121 of. the posi. 
tion of tani “very.” in the sentenca Tungfung 
chth kuo Jih-pén taui-wet ch'iang-ta, “ Japan is 
the most powerful of eastern states.” A 
symmetrically minded Chinaman ‘couldn't write 
Pung-fang chih uo tent ch'tang-ta; it wouldu’t, 
80,to speak, scan. So ho draws on his stook of 
words prepared for such an emargénay, and sets 
down feud wéd.. It completes the spontlee, bat 
it doesn’t affect the seuso in: the least. Dr. 
Hirth’s notos on Nuwerals, again; are exoeed- 
ingly usefal, and his romarke (p. 80), under the 
hooby-trap pin, upontho structive of a com: 
plicated Chineas despatch ora tively and to tho 
point. “A complete Chinese despatch is to, re- 
cord the whole correspoudence passed on tha 
subject in question; iu order to arrive ob its 
contents wo havo froquently to unpack ite uoons- 
sorios, as it ware, like a set of Japanese boxes. 
1t may, for instance, commence hy saying where: 
as pin tao, I, the Taotai, have been addressed b: 
Kusi-fu, You, the Prefect, who in: his despatel 
saya pén-fu,.[, the Profeet, have received « lotter 
frow-Kuei-haten, You, the Magistrate, who says 
péen-heien, I, the Magistrate, haye received’ x 
petition from thred merchants A, B, and ( suy- 
ing that ¢-fowg, “the ants,” ze, petitioners, pray, 
ete.” [tis always difficult for a tyro to know 
how to keep these “accessories” distinct. Some 
independent . minds havo translated them as 
gepurate otclosures, in foreiga style; others 
mora servile, have piled inverted comma on in- 
verted comma, till the kernel (the ants’ petition). 
looked like To@hunter on Brackets; but, the 
most brilliant method wag one invented, by a 
pupil of Sir.T. Wado’s own. He despised com. 


‘| mas, and his Mastor’s instructions (vide Doon. 


mentary Course) wore to translate “with ox lit. 
tle inversion as possible,"—so that enclosures 
were barred, Whit ho did was to provide iiim- 
self with fire wr six different coloured inks, give 
tho Taotai’s words in blacts, tho Prefost’s in bino, 
the Magistrate’s.in.red, and the Potitioners’ in- 
difforently in brown. or viclot.

In 
the’present escape it is usoless and unjust te heap 
yeproachés tpon the warders whe were eanght 
Tananes, What, is regnired to provent thesa 
aiden ontbreaks is strict: disolpline and system, 
always and over carriod.on dnily. It is alag use- 
less for those tn high authority to place on papor. 
slahorate schemas. for. their subordinates to carry 
ont; tho majority of such aro usually evaded in 
one or all points, mere-or loss fram the fict that 
thoy won't work. What is required is o 
system and discipline, the outcome of yoars of 
provious experienca from actual daily practice 
with the prisoners, anid any warder of prison 
service will corroborate. my atntement that tho 
meat. successful, and the system whieh gives tha 
loast trouble, is one which seems: very severe ine 
Boed toa casual obsorver, but which to.tho pri- 
Ronar ig kindness in the tri sense of the 
word so long as ha keeps himself right and 
oboys orders, ‘but which entuils persoual dise 
comfit for the slightest infringement, Long 
Renteness arc not required in the prosent 
day to check crime; they are good of course in 
some ensex for murder, pirncy, &o., but in nind 
vases out of ten where seven or fifteen years hava 
beon, served ont to a man, if instead he had re- 
veived {we or three years’ solitary confinement, 
seeing no ono excopt tho prison staff, except for 
M3 daily bath and exercisn, and in. addition -re- 
eaived the rattan every six months, I am’ con- 
vinoed from personal obsarvation in any number 
of cases there would be no incliuation whatever 
‘to retum to gaol, as there ia’ nothing a China- 
man dreads so much as tho triangle and tho rat- 
tan well laid on.
